The munifeat duty of
every insurance agent is to use due dili-
gence and vigilance in bringing to justice
parties who sot tire to buildings  cither
for the sake of getting the inaurance
money or from motives of malice and re-
venge. The ordinary fire risks incurred

all jobbery, and his bold and manly
course in the advocacy of broad measures
for the relief of the people commends him
to all classes.

that this community Easnright to expect
something more from insurance agenta
than the mere payment of lossos,
and the Insurance companies are certain-
ly deeply interested in having agents at
Omaha and every othor city who exhibit
reasonable activity and zeal in protecting
the stockholders from losses by incendi-
arism, We have no personal grievance
in this onse excepting a0 far as rolates to
the conduct of Augustus Weirs, who as
justice of the peace, happened to occupy
the place of police judge during Judge
Bonelke'n illnens,

Justice Weiss may be a good man
when he is mober, which is very
seldom, but he is as unfit to maintain the
rolations which he holds to the insurance
compaunies an he is to ocoupy the position
of justica of the peace or judge of the
police court. Tt was his sworn and man-
tfest duty to bind over and hold for trial
the parties charged with the firing of Tuw
Bk offiee if there was enough testimony
to shiow that the crime of arson had been
eommitted and the persona charged
with this heinous offense had motives and
opportunity for such s crime, and that
there was reasonable ground for believing
they had committed that offense,
On  the trial of this case 1t was shown
that these parties had mado threata and
had for months carried on what they call-
od “boyeotting" the DBre.
